ther King, Jr. (Norton, 311 pp.,

among other things, clear indication 
just how much stand lose the 
current congressional and administra- 
tion assaults the First Amendment and 
the Freedom Information Act are suc- 
cessful. has already been the target 
FBI attempts suppression, including 
possible bribe offers and veiled threats 
legal action. 

What says, convincingly, that the 
FBI and unexamined, re- 
cently was and may soon again, very 
dangerous. also says for the first time

for the civil-rights movement led. This 
lot significance pack into rela- 
tively short book, but it’s all there. It’s 
wonder that the first printing 20,000- 
plus copies already gone; Garrow and 
Norton may even have one that rare 
species, scholarly best-seller, their 
hands.

The days the menfolk getting to- 
gether build barn are 
generally gone. Maybe the Amish still 
it, but there’s not lot going 
the South Bronx, the Sunbelt, even 
downtown Indianapolis. Even there 
were barns raised, you probably 
couldn’t get enough guys leave the 
football game the week outside. 
And even you could, you 
able raise the barn until you hired 
lawyer and cleared everything with the 
local zoning board. 

Like our leader, Americans really 
wish life were simple, but refuses 
so. Every time you think life about 
ready become simple again, the phone 
rings. how got into the sewerage 
business what optimists insist call- 
ing our “leisure phone rang 
four years ago. 

The caller was woman living 
Winthrop’s Point Shirley neighborhood, 
which bears the brunt three mar- 
velous environmental additives fed 
the public and private mommies who 
govern our lives the unpleasant trio be- 
ing the Deer Island prison, Logan Inter- 
national Airport and the Deer Island 
sewage-treatment plant. 

This citizen asked cared help 
fight some inane plan expand the treat- 
ment plant, which doesn’t even work 
its existing state (as Michael Rezendes 
explained this very newspaper, Aug- 
ust 18, 1981). never bought the domino 
theory related Southeast Asia, but 
surely buy the domestic version: 
one city town neighborhood goes 
down the pipes, yours mine could 
next. 

The first meeting attended drew fair 
number people and flushed out, you 
should forgive the expression, goodly 
number ideas. The first few months 
were heady press conference, public 
meetings, buses senior citizens travel- 
ing Faneuil Hall. But, too often hap- 
pens with neighborhood groups, only 


handful seemed doing the bulk 
the work, and the work was getting in- 
creasingly technical nature. 


Again, often the case with 
volunteer efforts, some those in- 
volved were overcommitted because 
other unpaid duties taken 
town. couple residents were be- 
coming experts sewage treatment, but 
they were doing expense that 

time and attention their own lives and 
their families. needed help, full-time 
help, battle with full-time tech- 
nicians and bureaucrats. needed our 
own technicians. needed planners and 
scientists and professional environ- 
mentalists. the late 1960s, had 
covered the battle stop interstate high- 
ways from destroying number neigh- 
borhoods and around Boston. Neigh- 
borhood protests had played impor- 
tant role that fight, but had there been 
expert planners and engineers and 
others fighting the highways full-time 
alliance with the neighborhoods, then 
those roads would reality today. And 
chunks Lynn, Cambridge, Milton, 
Jamaica Plain, Roxbury, and Brookline 
would only memory. 


But the late ‘70s, times had indeed 
changed. called universities, 
conservationist groups, individuals 
knew had heard and asked for free 
help you know, guys, like the old 
days? heard lot foot shuffling. 
sensed some embarrassment. The mes- 
sage was mixed one some advocates 
were longer around; others were busy 
trying make living, for you can 
pro bono work for only long; still 
others were already overcommitted; and 
new generation advocates simply had 
not come along. Better luck next decade. 

Winthrop’s Concerned Citizens 
Committee (CCC) was left its own de- 
vices, and survives, though number 
have dropped out cut down 
our own volunteer time. Miles red tape 
laid out full-time state and federal 
bureaucrats can bog down any com- 
munity group. Citizens burn out quickly, 
especially when volumes bureaucratese 
are dtopped our laps, especially when 


one meeting blends into the next, 
especially when the rhetoric meetings 
seems designed lull into suspended 
animation. 

The CCC helped delay the environ- 
mentally dangerous plans expand the 
treatment plant. More studies were done, 
but the government met with silence re- 
quests that subsidize experts 
represent the interests 
against the government-funded experts 
pushing the expansion plans. 

Two women emerged with the most 
knowledge and political savvy about the 
whole process, and they and perhaps 
half dozen others have kept the CCC go- 
ing. But our local paper recently re- 
ported that one our two experts had 
just given birth her fifth kid and the 
other was about give birth her first. 
Neither was deserting the fight, but 
neither would able devote the same 
kind time sewerage. There are, rea- 
sonably, other things life. 

Yet those imposing the expansion 
plans get paid so. The deck what 
you might call stacked. This the real- 
ity, not the foolishness mouthed 
McReagan and his vaudeville troop 
Fantasy Island-on-the-Potomac. 

the ‘60s, community organizers 
dreamed that neighborhood organiza- 
tions would develop their own experts, 
that the day would come when such 
groups would longer 
sionals. There are cases and places where 
that has happened, but the rule has been 
otherwise. For neighborhoods battle 
with full-time bureaucracies, both public 
and private, the neighborhoods need 
budgets hire their own experts and 
fight the good fight maps and blue- 
and town halls and state office 
buildings and the jargon the age 
which live. 

Johnson, Nixon, Ford, and Carter all 
failed deal with this issue. Reagan 
takes failure one step further cutting 
out what few support systems exist. 
His administration, for example, wants 
reduce the amount participa- 
tion now mandated law before such 
things highways and sewerage-treat- 
ment plants can built. both 
reporter and consumer, can testify that 
the systems place protect the public 
are imperfect enough. away with 
them, even reduce them, wrest 
from the neighborhoods what little 
political virility have managed as- 
sume over the last few years. The 
Reaganites call this 
some such malarkey. 

prefer the philosophy classier 
Republican, Senator Mark Hatfield, 
Oregon. Six years ago, too argued for 
streamlining the federal bureaucracy, for 
more local control, and for neighbor- 
hood government. But, insisted, none 
that would happen without financial 
support from Washington. calling for 
federal grants neighborhood or- 
ganizations, Hatfield said, 
hoods should have some right and power 
decide whether and where city’s free- 
ways are built. Local communities the 
midst urban sprawl must assume the 
powers determine how their land 
should utilized and how their ecology 
should protected. Towns should give 
their citizens the option 
whether industries that would cause pol- 
lution manufacture unwanted prod- 
ucts should allowed reside there. 
Also, localized, decentralized govern- 
ment must assume the responsibility 
caring for the dispossessed and meeting 
the social needs their 

You don’t have agree with 
everything said. Locally administered 
welfare, for example, was often more 
brutally administered than the state sys- 
tem have today, and intelligent 
argument can made for federal wel- 
fare system that would discourage one 
state from foisting its poor another. 
But the essence remarks 
seems uncontestable. given the re- 
sources, the American neighborhoods can 
revive home rule and self-government. 

This isn’t argument for community 
‘control everything. just at- 
tempt make sure that all parties are 
playing kosher game, with cards and 
mirrors and the same rules applying 
all players good, old-fashioned, moral, 
good-guy-cowpoke kind stuff. Rea- 
gan should able comprehend

The pervasive and ugly racism against 
Arabs that permeates Alan Lupo’s front- 
page article Dead 
(October 13) raises one immediate ques- 
tion: how did such vicious anti-human 
diatribe find its way into print? 

Briefly, feverish prose, Arabs 
(with the single exception Sadat) are 
characterized bands bar- 
barians” who paeans death” and 
have even upon themselves 
countless internecine fueled 
tribal and religious Arabs 
cope with the “social and 
economic disorder that surrounds 
conveniently circumvent their problems 
calling for “holy war, “all 
those who would oppose one another 
interpretation the Koran.” 

much for the complexities and rich- 
ness Arab history, civilization, socie- 
ties and politics. much for one the 
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world’s three monotheistic religions, 
Islam, and its varied and intricate inter- 
play with societies which com- 
ponent. Lupo manages the not incon- 
siderable feat surpassing, his stereo- 
typing Arabs, the 19th-century Euro- 
pean writers the Arab world, who, 
apologia for European colonialism, 
simply announced the reading public 
that Arabs (like other Third World 
people) existed savage world and 
were thus incapable self-government. 
Indeed, least one Lupo’s purposes 
the justification continued Israeli 
occupation Arab land may not 

200 million Arabs fair 
game for this treatment? Sadly enough, 
Lupo’s attitudes toward Arabs, while per- 
haps the most extreme have seen 
print, are not unique. the past few 
years, new and dangerous anti-Arab 
racism arisen the US. Cartoons, 
advertisements, television, and movies 
too often portray Arabs either rich 
sheiks bloodthirsty terrorists. The 
living reality the humanity, variety, 
suffering, and aspirations the Arab 
people are obscured these stereo- 
types. Certainly, the support many 
Americans and policy for the 
Israeli side the Palestinian-Israeli con- 
flict provides fertile ground for anti- 
Arab, and particularly anti-Palestinian, 
stereotyping. recent and remarkable 
review months television 
coverage nightly news shows inci- 
dents this conflict, Guide (October 
24-30, 1981) reported: 

There were reports raids and 
retaliations both sides; the 
were Israeli raids Palestinian 
targets South Lebanon. Only three 
these reports for total one 
minute, seconds showed pic- 
tures the effects the Israeli 
attacks. None showed any Palestin- 
ian victims. the other hand, 
the reports Palestinian raids 
and attacks Israel during the 
period, included pictures Israeli 
victims, and the filmed reports 
totaled some minutes. 

But beyond the Palestinian-Israeli con- 
anti-Arab stereotyping also form 
scapegoating Arabs for America’s 
economic woes and for the perceived de- 


cline American power. hardly 
coincidence that against Arabs 
the rise the samé that 
policymakers clearly state that they are 
preparing for direct military interven- 
tion the Middle East. President Reagan, 
for example, announced October 


press conference that the not 


Saudi Arabia become another 
Iran. military intervention ob- 
viously made much more easy the 
American public has come see Arabs 
stereotyped, terms. this un- 
savory task, Alan Lupo has certainly 
made contribution. 

But, one might object, Lupo, whatever 
his excesses, was primarily concerned 
with opposing fanaticism and promoting 
peace. Even this Lupo’s 
racism totally unacceptable, but 
Lupo’s Manichean view the forces 
peace (Sadat, Israel) versus the fanatics 
(other Arab states, Palestinians) it- 
self harmful the establishment any 
just peace the region.... 

Lupo’s main concern...is not the 
consequences policies but the 
simple fact that Sadat was 
Israel. this view, Israel emerges from 
the instability and hypo- 
beacon democracy and stability 
barbarian land. Israel has 
Lupo affirms, using 
his latest example this trait the 25- 
year-old Suez invasion Egypt Is- 
rael, Britain, and France, which Israel 
under intense pressure from the 
withdrew from part Egyptian terri- 
tory had occupied planned act 
aggression. The Israel that, the past 
year, has bombed the capitals two 
Arab countries; conducted attacks 
Lebanon that killed about 1000 people, 
and entered its 15th year military occu- 
pation the people and land the West 
Bank, Gaza, and the Golan startlingly 
remote from Lupo’s picture. That Israel 
holds elections apparently enough 
remove these less pleasant activities the 
Israeli government from purview (let 
note here that not attribute these ac- 
tions innate bloodlust the part 
Jewish citizens). 

Racism handy tool constructing 
defense Israeli policy: Palestinians 
and other Arabs are portrayed sub- 
human, their continued occupation and 
dispossession become automatically more 
legitimate. Racism, however, not 
acceptable tool. Lupo has joined hands 
with very ignoble band: those who say 
blacks ready for freedom, that Jews 
are the puppetmasters history, that 
gooks deserve bombed back the 
Stone Age. And time grave crisis 
Middle East with the region moving 
toward war, rather than peace Lupo 
fueling some very dangerous flames.

fore Christmas that year, Leanues fell 
the parking lot work and fractured 
woman who, her widower, Edward, tes- 
tified, was afraid hospitals, she in- 
sisted that she taken her own doc- 
tor, Robert Hillier, who practiced Mor- 
ton Hospital, her home town. 


Hillier, orthopedic surgeon with 
impressive credentials that include Har- 
vard and Mass. General, suspected that 
such minor fall could not cause such 
severe break. operated and found that 
some form cancer had weakened the 
bone. The cancerous portion the bone 
was cut away and rod inserted her 
hip. She recovered and was sent Rhode 
Island Hospital for radiation therapy. 
There was reason for relief; cancer had 
been discovered and removed. But time 
was running out for Norma Leanues. 


According trial testimony, biopsy 
the bone cancer showed had spread 
from another primary tumor. Evidence 
pointed glandular cancer breast 
tumor. Late December 1979, doctors 
gave her mammogram. was, said Hil- 
lier, inconclusive, but 
were never ordered. Six months later, 
autopsy would discover tumor larger 
than quarter her right breast. The 
final conclusion was that the breast 
cancer was the primary source the 
other malignancies found her spine 
and abdomen. 


was the tumor growing her spine 
that sent Norma Leanues back Mor- 
ton Hospital April 1980. Described 
during the trial “wildly growing” 
cancer, the virulent tumor had begun 
press her spinal cord, reducing sensation 
her lower extremities. There were more 
tests, but mammogram. Hillier 
operated remove the tumor May 
1980. 


was this point that contradictions 


began surface the central issue 
the case: what were Norma Leanues’s 
chances survival? Hillier testified that 
was unable remove the entire tumor, 
which had grown and twisted into the 
muscles her back and the front her 
backbone, but that was able re- 
move more the tumor than left in. 
Another surgeon the operating room, 
David Pottier, testified that more was left 
than taken out. Hillier said had 
plans treat Norma Leanues after she re- 


covered, but then, under often bitter 
cross-examination Piscitelli, admitted 
told the patient’s husband and sev- 
eral nurses that didn’t expect his 
patient live more than few weeks. 

Later the trial, Pina called Dr. 
Marianne Prout, head oncology for 
Boston City Hospital. She said that with 
proper treatment, Norma Leanues could 
have lived another six months two 
years. But the testimony the cancer 
expert raised questions about 
pronouncement that the case was 
terminal. 

Another issue never raised during the 
trial was the tremendous pain Norma 
Leanues suffered following her opera- 
tion. Hillier tried quench her pain with 
oral doses morphine, but didn’t 
work. Nurses called testify against 
Capute recalled the patient’s screaming, 
and her scratching orderlies who tried 
move her her bed. Ten days after 
the operation three days before Norma 
Leanues died two nurses approached 
Hillier and asked permission give her 
injections morphine fight the pain. 
One was Nancy Robbins, registered 
nurse also charged. with murder the 
case. The other was Anne Capute. The 
conversation between the two nurses and 
Hillier became the second key the case. 

Hillier was preparing for European 
vacation the time. trial testimony, 
recalled hurried conversation which 
told the nurses give the patient 
injections milligrams morphine. 
But Robbins wrote doctor’s order 
form that Hillier had said time 
and added, “Make her 
Under state regulation and hospital 
policy, Hillier was required sign the or- 
der within hours, within 
“reasonable” time, but never signed it. 
fact, never looked the order, even 
though-he was the ward the next day 
and even though, testified, con- 
sidered Norma Leanues the most critically 
ill patient the 194-bed hospital. 

Sometime within the next day and 
half, for treating 
Norma Leanues was transferred from 
Hillier Pottier. The two doctors gave 
conflicting accounts how and when 
that transfer occurred. Hillier testified 
that gave the case Pottier two nights 
before the patient died informing Pot- 
answering service. Pottier testified 
didn’t take the case until the next day 
when the two doctors made rounds. Dur- 


ing those rounds, Pottier said, they 
stopped outside Norma Leanues’s room 
and stuck his head inside for mo- 
ment; there were instructions con- 
sultation. Pottier said asked about her 
progress. Hillier’s answer? shrugged 
and moved Pottier testi- 
fied. Hillier flew from Boston that 
night. Some time before his plane 
touched down, Paris, Norma Leanues, 
heavily sedated with morphine, stopped 
breathing and died. was May 18, 1980. 

Much was made during the trial the 
morphine given the patient before she 
died. Hillier’s recollection his orders 
would have limited injections milli- 
grams every three hours. Capute gave the 
woman much milligrams single 
injection and total 195 milligrams 
the seven hours before she died, duti- 
fully noting the time and the amount. 
one noticed anything wrong until four 
days after the death, when another nurse, 
Vicki McKenna, had conversation with 
Capute which Capute allegedly said, 
die too gave you 120 milli- 
her and the hospital 
launched investigation. 

The probe commenced just 
investigators from the state public-health 
Division Health-Care 
Quality were scheduled visit the hos- 
pital for its regular two-year licensing re- 
view. Their inspection would find 
violations regulations. was 
vast number verbal orders given 
nursing, and many instances they were 
not countersigned the physician issu- 
ing the order,” the inspectors concluded. 

May 22, Anne Capute was called 
and suspended after she allegedly con- 
fessed supervisor that she had given 
Norma Leanues morphine kill 
elephant.” 

The hospital did not contact the 
authorities that point. was only after 
Hillier found out about the dosages 
morphine that call was made Bristol 
County Medical Examiner William Ben- 
nett, who, turn, called the district at- 
torney. Some time later, notes Capute’s 
conversation with her nursing supervisor 
were mailed anonymously the 
Brockton Enterprise and office. 
was that point that the corpse 
Norma Leanues became the concern 
the law.

subsidiary. But Levison abruptly dropped 
out Party activities around 1955, be- 
fore became friends with King. There- 
after, steadfastly denied anyone 
who asked ever having had any such con- 
nections. included King, who in- 
quired after being warned both Rob- 
ert and John Kennedy that Levison was 
person associations. 
Levison lied King, lied others. 
Since the FBI’s information about Levi- 
communist activities was all gath- 
ered through Solo, the Bureau and the 
Kennedys refused offer King any evi- 
dence back their charges against 
Levison, order protect their source. 
But without evidence, King chose be- 
lieve his friend over the Bureau and the 
Kennedys. 

however, King’s own and 
programs became more radical: came 
out strongly. against the Vietnam War, 
and spoke more often the need for 
change American society 
justice and equality for blacks was 
established.

like all frauds your end ap- 
proaching .... Your ‘honorary’ degrees, 
your Nobel Prize (what grim farce) and 
other awards: will not save you. King, 
repeat you are done. 

person can overcome fact, not 


even fraud like yourself .... Satan 
could not more. What incredible evil- 
ness .... King you are done. 


American public, the church or- 
ganizations that have been 
will know you for what you are evil, 
abnormal beast. will others who have 
backed you.

There but one way out for 
you. You better take before your fil- 
thy, abnormal fraudulent self bared 
the nation.” 

But contrary Sullivan’s expecta-

Once recovered, however, resumed 
his pursuit what Garrow rather ellip- 
tically calls with 


much abandon before; apparently de-

Garrow, his credit, notes the extent 


these episodes, buf consistently de- 


clines exploit them. Calling them 
about detailed and 
graphic his descriptions get. Yet taken 
together they outline, for the first time 
with any authenticity, the seamier side 
career, side that was very des- 
tructive the cause which was 
dedicated. 


There were several ways which it’ 


was destructive, none them very pret- 


ty. Garrow documents some these, 
particularly how the reports and 
tapes, distributed within the government 
and especially the White House, di- 
luted the Kennedy and Johnson admin- 
istrations’ support for both King and the 
civil-rights movement the crucial years 
the early ‘60s. also suggests that the 
reek King’s behavior within the move- 
ment, even without the exertions, 
contributed much the ill-concealed an- 
tagonism among civil-rights leaders, es- 
pecially between King and the NAACP’s 
Roy Wilkins. 

But there than Garrow 
pauses draw out. The necessity con-

Despite 
signed, fatalistic approach the all-too- 
common cold, there are many old wives’ 
tales, home remedies, and folk medicines 
that people swear by. The Dictionary 
Medical Folklore, Carol Ann Rinzler 
examines some these old wives’ tales 
and finds them have varying degrees 
effectiveness relieving cold symptoms; 
none, however, actually cures cold. 
fact, she writes that the resigned ap- 
proach probably accurate piece 
medical folklore; your cold lasts longer 
than seven days probably allergy, 
the flu, bacterial infection, like si- 
nusitis, top the cold. Only the bac- 
terial infection can cured with anti- 
biotic, which touch the virus caus- 
ing your cold. 

According Rinzler, the most popu- 
lar home remedy probably the most 
effective: chicken soup. When the Food 
and Drug committee 
over-the-counter cold remedies sub- 
mitted its 1976 report after four years 
evaluating cold remedies, committee 
chairman Dr. Francis Lowell Har- 
vard Medical School said chicken soup 
ing cold symptoms. 1978 Mt. Sinai 
Medical Center Miami Beach ran tests 
conducted Dr. Marvin Sacker 
which showed that chicken soup does 
help expel mucus from the nasal pas- 
sages. first was thought that the 
soup’s warm vapors did the trick, but 
apparently the chicken soup worked sig- 
nificantly better than plain hot water, 
though one knows which ingredient 
does the trick. 


Less effective than hot chicken soup 
hot toddy, Rinzler writes. hot toddy 
drink consisting brandy other 
liquor combined with hot water, sugar, 
spices, and slice lemon,” according 
the American Heritage Dictionary, but 
there are many variations: traditional 
Irish remedy hot milk and rum, 
mixture egg white, honey, linseed oil, 
sugar, and mulled stout (most likely 
Guinness). The more sober English and 
Welsh recommend onions boiled 
molasses. These remedies are presented 
Folk Medicine: Fact and Fiction, 
Frances Kennell, though she makes 
claims their effectiveness. 

Rinzler writes that though the alcohol 
hot toddy may anesthetize you 
you don’t feel anything, that same alco- 
hol will cause the blood vessels dilate 
and mucous membranes swell which 
means your nose will more stuffy and 
drippy, even you can’t feel it. Also, 
you are taking aspirin for your cold, the 
alcohol may combine with the aspirin and 
cause stomach bleeding which why 
you should never combine the two, 
matter what suffering from. 

Many home remedies fall into the cate- 
the medical profession, which means they 
distract you from your cold suffering 
substituting another form pain for 
example, slight stinging the skin. The 
most common counterirritant the mus- 
tard plaster, pastelike mixture pow- 
dered mustard, flour, and water spread 
cloth paper and applied 
aching part the body usually the 
chest the case cold. similar plas- 
ter comprises warm grated onion placed 
between two pieces flannel. Another 
example the distraction school folk

medicine dry cupping. The practi- 
tioner heats the rims two glass cups 
(baby-food jars are about the right size) 
and sets them the skin. The 
result raised skin inside the rim the 
cup blood drawn toward the heat; 
the thought here that drawing blood 
away from diseased tissues can produce 
cure (the same principle behind blood- 
letting). Dry cupping fairly harmless, 
producing most some blisters and few 
broken capillaries. 

The 1982 Old Almanac lists 
British home remedies sent Sir Chris- 
topher Andrewes, head 
Common Cold Research Unit, the 
1960s: smoking tobacco; inducing 
shivers; rubbing one’s body with Vase- 
line; rubbing methylated spirit onto 
bald head; wearing gas mask; transient 
exposure tear gas other war gas; 
taking fencing; standing one’s 
head under water; sweeping chimneys; 
growing mustache one’s nostrils; 
and mental concentration, especially 
mathematics, just name few. 

counterirritants, home rem- 
edy involving milk and milk products can 
just make things worse, without the off- 
setting benefits distraction the pain- 
killer stiff hot toddy. One sickening 
concoction hot milk with melted butter 
stirred in. According Rinzler, dairy 
products tend stimulate mucus pro- 
duction the nose and chest, 
get even more stuffed-up and congested. 
fact, she suggests that you have 
continuous stuffy nose and throat with- 
out cold, you might try eliminating 
dairy products from your diet for few 
days. you feel much improved, you 
may allergic milk. 

Some people recommend sweating out 


cold through exercising, wrapping 
yourself thick blankets, lying the 
sun, sitting room. The 
steamy moisture can loosen the mucus 
your nose and throat and make you feel 
better temporarily, but once you leave the 
sun steam room, Rinzler says, 
still have your cold. course, sunbath- 
ing and using sauna can lot fun, 
and going sick, you might 
well enjoy it. 

Sunbathing out the question 
winter approaches, and schlepping 
sauna might too much trouble. Jeanne 
Keller, her book Healing Water, 
says curing cold easy getting 
water out your tap. Actually, getting 
the tap water the only easy part her 
cure for head cold: 

Sponge yourself the tub with ice- 
cold water, first the chest, then abdo- 
men, back, legs, arms. 

Without drying yourself, wrap 
ankle-length bath sheet around you, then 
drape bath towel over your shoulders. 

Hurry bed and cover yourself 
well. 

Repeat sequence seven times one- 
hour intervals. 

You would probably get well out 
dreading the cure; hopping out bed 
every hour for sponge bath 
somehow doesn’t have the appeal hot 
toddy and warm blankets. But like every- 
one who has folk remedy, Keller swears 
works. 

Using cold combat cold recom- 
mended few folk remedies. The most, 
common advice walk barefoot 
snow, which supposed help. you 
soak energy through the earth 
though what kind energy not 
known. fact, Adolph Just, 
“Return program, suggests 
walking barefoot all the time, especially 
wet grass and sand, and sleeping 
bare ground. “bare means 
not the hardwood floors condomin- 
ium but terra firma, the real thing. 

Using the cold got boost, reports 
Helen Kruger her book Other Healers, 
Other Cures, from two Israeli scientists 
1971. Aladar Schwartz and Dr. Men- 
achem Ram, MD, reported curing 100 
persons cold symptoms after minute 
two freezing the patients’ big toes. 
One boy, who had suffered from rhinitis 
(inflammation the nasal mucous mem- 
branes) for four years, was cured after 
four treatments. Cures using such nat- 
ural elements sunlight, the earth, and 
cold fall into the category naturo- 
pathy, and like all folklore medicine the 
study naturopathy and its followers 
grew, well, naturally. 

Although most folklore cures know 
have their origins Western civiliza- 
tion, the East has contributed least one 
cure for colds and sinus problems: T’ai 
Chi series flowing, circular, 
dance-like movements. meditation 
motion, with the practitioner absorbed 
his movements seems oblivious 
what going around him usually 
the stares and strange looks passers- 
by. 

Kruger reports that William Chen 
considered New York’s finest 
teacher T’ai Chi, and his recommen- 
dation for head-cold cure minutes 
T’ai Chi Ch’uan and then sleep. 
next day, you'll feel good,” main- 
tains, though people might think 
little weird. 

Lest forget children and fact 
they get more colds than adults 
Rinzler reports that they not neces- 
sarily need bed rest. According 1965 
study Chicago’s Children’s Memorial 
Hospital, sick children used exactly 
much energy bed they would have 
used out bed; essentially the children 
were running around bed. (They wore 
pedometer-like devices their wrists 
and ankles measure their in-bed 
activity.)

What some those remedies can of- 
fer relief from some the miserable 
symptoms you suffer during the run 
your virus. But with thousands 
products crowding drugstore shelves, 
consumers are easily confused about just 
what will help. 

1976, the Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) took its first step 
toward clearing the air sponsoring 
panel report review the safety and ef- 
fectiveness some active ingredients 
common OTC cold medications. 

the ingredients reviewed, seven 
were found safe and effective cough 
suppressants, safe and effective 
nasal decongestants, safe but re- 
quiring further proof effectiveness. 
Fifteen were ordered off the market (see 


the list the end this article). The 
panel also recommended that the do- 
sages certain nasal decongestants and 
cough suppressants increased the 
levels permitted prescription products. 

The FDA panel report was only the 
first step the long 
bureaucratic process set definitive 
standards for OTC ingredients and their 
labeling. According FDA 
spokesperson, those standards 
finalized for several years. 

Still, OTC drug manufacturers have 
already begun respond the 
recommendations, reformulating 
products into such effective and 
versions the and 
Dristan nasal mist Neo- 
Synephrine II. 

Many companies are taking ad- 
vantage the FDA panel’s recom- 
mendation increase the dosage levels, 
says Alan Mercill, spokesperson for the 
Proprietary Association (an industry 
trade organization). the market 
somewhat cluttered, they are trying line

Dr. George Hoffnagle the Vicks

tions. 

But until the FDA issues its final stan- 
dards, the burden identifying the in- 
gredients you need falls you. 

According Dr. Nicholas Fiumara, di- 
rector the Massachusetts Department 
Health’s Division Communicable 
Diseases, cold usually ‘‘slow coming 
any more than 100 different viruses, 
which explains why you can find 
yourself coming down with cold right 
after recovered from one. 

cold generally starts with head and 
body aches, runny nose, and chills. 
you have fever, it’s usually mild (99 
100 degrees Fahrenheit). Your nose 
begins drip, the nasal discharge 
thickens, and you find yourself with that 
feeling. Then 
your throat becomes sore, slight cough 
develops, and your appetite seems 
fade. 

Medical experts maintain that the best 
treatment for cold drink plenty 
fluids and get lot bed rest. They sug-

cough-drop industry, like the 
dog-food industry, has grown 
completely out proportion. 
Gone are the days when all you had re- 
member, from cold cold, was the dif- 
ference between the Smith Brothers and 
the Pine Brothers. Now, when you stum- 
ble into the drug store looking for sore- 
throat relief, you have make major 
cost/benefit decisions: you, for 
example spend cents for box sweet 
little part with $2.25 
for high-powered “throat 
with stealth characteristics. 

This not easy task, especially 
when you are trying concentrate 
swallowing little possible. You may 
even tempted simply grab the near- 
est colorful, cellophane-wrapped box and 
get with the miserable week ahead. 
Don’t this. Cough drops, after all, can 
one the best things about having 
cold. you wind spending the week 
with cough drops that cost $2.25 box 
and taste like some sort hazardous 
waste, it’s not going help things much. 
order help you prepare for your 
next cold, sorted the 
major brands out the following cough- 
drop taste test. You may not have cold 
right now, but look over anyway. The 
next time you really need cough drops, 
you the mood for reading. 


Old favorites 

Pine Bros. (35 cents). These are the 
chewy ones, with picture spoon 
the package. Basically, they are candies 
with two demulcents glycerine and 
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syrup acacia added coat the 
throat. The Pine Bros. wild-cherry var- 
iety far the best-tasting the many 
wild-cherry cough drops, and one the 
few that could make its own 
candy. The Licorice and honey flavors are 
also good. There one drawback, how- 
ever: Pine Bros. cough drops have 
knack for searching out and destroying 
loose fillings. you been the 
dentist few years, watch out. 

Luden’s (35 cents). Luden’s has come 
with great gimmick: honey/lemon 
cough drop with vitamin added. 
Sounds like great idea: you get your 
vitamin and cough-drop action the 
same time. Unfortunately, you read the 
box you discover that each drop contains 
just three percent the Rec- 
ommended Daily Allowance vitamin 
that works out less than two milli- 
grams. Considering that people regularly 
take 500-mg vitamin-C tablets treat 
colds, this isn’t lot protection. The 
honey/lemon flavor is, however, first- 
rate. Very sweet. The other flavors 
menthol, honey/licorice, and wild cherry 
are not good. 

Smith Brothers (35 cents). These hir- 
sute brothers are right there taste 
with their fraternal rivals the Pine 
Brothers; Their wild cherry and black 
licorice flavors are particularly good. The 
main difference, course, the brittle, 
crunchy consistency. These are fun 
you like chew your cough drops: once 
you start crunching them, disap- 
pear time. 

Vicks (35 cents). They still come that 
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peculiar smooth triangular shape that 
Vicks claims specially designed feel 
comfortable the And they still 
have that medicine flavor: Vicks Vapo- 
Rub for the mouth. fact, that men- 
thol/camphor taste dominates matter 
what flavor you buy: wild cherry, mint, 
lemoa, regular. the case mint, the 
medicine taste improvement. 


Vapor Action 


Halls (40 cents). These are great for 
that two-for-one action which many 
people crave: the eucalyptus oil soothes 
the throat, and the menthol works the 
nose and sinuses. The only problem 
that all the flavors taste like menthol and 
eucalyptus. You should stay away from 
the cherry and honey-lemon flavors; 
stick with the original, industrial- 
strength mentho-lyptus flavor. 

Vicks Victors (40 cents). general 
these drops are stronger than Halls, but 
they don’t taste any better.

Chicken soup can soothe fever and taste 
good when nothing else seems okay. 
always welcome sickbed. Here’s how 
make it, with some variations well. 


hot and it’s warming and goes 


Simple chicken soup 
Makes about two quarts 

The difference between chicken soup 
and chicken stock that the soup has the 
chicken itself, whereas the stock has the 
bones. Real chicken soup can made 
only with large, flavorful, old chicken 
(fowl), which some people say doesn’t 
exist anymore. Kosher butchers have 
them, poultry farms have them, and some 
supermarkets have begun carry fowls 
well. The root vegetables give the soup 
the necessary sweetness. The most 
important step the thorough skim- 
ming that’s the soup will clear. 
The chicken meat can served tiny 
pieces the broth, along with noodles 
rice; the rest can made into chicken 
salad.

Remove the giblets from the fowl and 
discard the pockets fat the vent end. 

With poultry shears cut the fowl 
the back either side the backbone 
and set large soup kettle. Cut the 
fowl the front side between the 
breasts, then cut each half again, be- 
tween the leg and breast, make four 
pieces. Set these the pot with the 
gizzard and neck. (The heart too bitter 
used; save the liver for another 
time.) 

Add heaping teaspoon salt and 
pour two quarts the cold water. 
Bring this slowly boil, skim the sur- 
face thoroughly, and add another two 
cups cold water. Return the water 
boil and skim again. Continue adding 
cold water two-cup measures until you 
have added the entire quarts. 

Add the carrot, celery, onion, leek, 
parsnip, peppercorns, and clove and re- 
turn the water boil. Make sure the 
parsley well tied both the stem and 
sprig ends (fold make sure 
fall apart the cooking); then 
add also. 

Cover the soup and simmer steadily 
for one hour, skimming the surface from 
time time. Lift out the vegetables with 
slotted spoon and continue cook the 
fowl for another hour, until the meat 
begins fall off the bone. 

Transfer the meat bowl. Line 
colander with several thicknesses 
cheesecloth and pour the soup through 
the colander and into clean pot. 

Remove the skin from the fowl and 
shred some meat put the soup. Re- 
heat the meat and vegetables the soup, 
bringing just the boil. Ladle into 
bowls and serve once.

Although infants can sneeze, they are 
incapable blowing their noses, which 
makes things tricky when they have 
colds. get around this difficulty, one 
mother taught trick that sometimes 
works: stimulate the interior the 
baby’s nostril with cotton swab order 
induce sneeze and thereby clear the 
blocked passages. knowledge, 
one has tried pinch snuff even 
pepper the swab, which would likely 
enhance the effectiveness this maneu- 


ver.) Sucking out the nose with rubber 
syringe yet another approach. 

Coughing and sneezing differ mainly 
whether the blast expired air exits 
through the mouth nose. Irritation ori- 
ginating anywhere from the nose the 
lung initiates the reflex process caus- 
ing you take deep breath. After the 
lungs fill, the muscles the chest wall 
and diaphragm forcefully contract, ini- 
tially against closed glottis (the valve- 
like structure the throat that guards the 
entrance the windpipe). The net result 
dramatic increase air pressure the 
system. The glottis then unlocks, releas- 
ing this high-pressure air, which rapidly 
escapes with explosive force, blowing 
away all before it. When you sneeze, this 
air directed through the nose; when 
you cough, the air moves out the 
mouth, result the valvular action 
the uvula and throat muscles, which 
close off open communication be- 
tween the back the nose and the throat. 
(In sneezing, the lips involuntarily close 
well.) 

understanding these mechanics 
sheds light why your chest aches after 
repeated coughing (or sneezing). Any 
overworked muscles will hurt, and those 
the chest are exception. stiff and 
sore chest, however, can misleading, 
focusing attention this area the 
major site difficulty and giving rise 
the common notion cold.” 
point fact, most coughs otherwise 
healthy people stem from irritation the 
upper airway the throat and trachea, 
not the lungs. Since coughing, regardless 
where gets started, involves the same 
coordinated muscle actions, colds the 
nose and throat can result sore chest, 
even though the lungs and bronchi are 
unaffected. Chest liniments are intended 
deal with these so-called chest colds. 
reality, they warm the skin and thus dis- 
tract attention from the sore muscles. 
Some also contain vaporizable decon- 
gestants that open blocked nasal 
passages. 

The whole point coughing (or sneez- 


ing) blow off offending material, 
phlegm for example. the other hand, 
many coughs are triggered much in- 
flammation mucus. case point 
the notorious tickle, deep your 
throat, that accompanies many colds: 
even though you may cough your head 
off, nothing comes (the so-called dry 
cough). fact, the more you cough, the 
worse the tickle gets. 

Whose interests, you may ask, are 
served such nonproductive cough- 
ing? The interests the offending virus. 
This how those cleverly adapted anti- 
biotic-resistant parasites distribute 
themselves through the community: 
From the virus’s perspective, coughing 
just perfect. 

The corollary that this irritative type 
cough one you can safely suppress 
since does little good. Two drugs 
achieve this purpose are the old standby 
mixture) dextromethorphan (now in- 
cluded many cough remedies, the 
Robitussin-DM, for example). 
Codeine may constipating, increase 
your fluid and fiber intake. Dextro- 
methorphan’s efficacy less well docu- 
mented. Expectorants, which are most 
cough syrups and are intended loosen 
secretions, are dubious value. 

What kinds coughs warrant medi- 
cal attention? One the type which 
sputum comes from the windpipe 
below, signifying bronchitis pneu- 
monia.

Yet calling her criminal would 
seem all wrong; she’s innocent 
malice high-schooler who casually 
tips off candy bar. Co-directors Chris- 
tine Dall and Randall Conrad and screen- 
writer Marian Taylor deftly reveal her 
innocence, and better yet, they under- 
stand that there’s need belabor the 
point. Their brashly unsentimental film 
striking because how sidesteps melo- 
drama and message mongering create 
invigorating slice life. Once out 
the joint, Sally (Debra Margolies) 
swamped with obligations: landing job, 
finding apartment, reuniting with her 
husband, caring for her four-year-old 
daughter, Jessie. And all the while, her 
minor criminal record following her 
around like shadow. (Her slimy parole 
officer always seems keeping some- 
her.) Yet The Dozens 
filled with casually incisive observations 
the prison system and the plight the 
unemployed, about the ways that social 
and economic forces conspire keep 
people their place, the movie 
really browbeating polemic; it’s dead- 
pan soap opera.

years, Marsh has been editor 
Creem, the Real Paper, Newsday, and 
Rolling Stone; has written volum- 
inously for publications ranging from the 
Los Angeles Times Film Comment; 
the editor (and principal auteur) The 
Rolling Stone Record Guide and con- 
tributor The Rolling Stone Illustrated 
History Rock and Roll; his weekly rec- 
ord-review column syndicated more 
than 200 newspapers; and Born Run, 
his book about Bruce car- 
eer, was best-seller 1979. Marsh rep- 
resents rock journalism vast au- 
dience that otherwise rarely considers the 
field the ultimate articulate fan 
the history the music. But what? 
Popularity guarantees nothing rock ‘n’ 
roll, and Marsh has overshadowed his 
writing peers time when mass taste 
pop music suspiciously mediocre. Like 
any rock musician similar situation, 
Marsh should examined for traces 
hype. 

Marsh crystalized feelings about 
rock ‘n’ roll when was editor 
Creem 1973. For weeks had raved 
about Raw Power, Iggy and the 
Stooges, circle rock ‘n’ roll 
junkies Missoula, Montana, but every- 
one turn off one guy flat- 
asserted that Yes was obviously the 
wave the future. felt like pervert 
until Marsh wrote lead review for Creem 
that called Raw Power the “best album 
the and extolled every howling nu- 
ance the record with passionate ac- 
curacy. retrospect, was just diving 
off the deep end, albeit with characteris- 
tic courage (he would scarcely write the 
same rave now). Not only was Marsh less 
than enamored flower-power rock, 

spoke out early against whimpering 
singer-songwriters and the bathetically 
spectacular shows beginning infest 
arena-size rock. His ability debunk the 
sly despoilers rock ‘n’ roll basics re- 
mains his most valuable attribute 
critic. 

Marsh has never published an- 
thology, though the Record Guide and 
Born Run contain partial overviews 
his ideas he’s acutely sensitive 
placing interpretation before experience, 
and critical compilations are simply not 
The Book Rock Lists (Dell/Rolling

The major- 
ity these systems have four-foot 
screens (because it’s easier and cheaper 
get adequate screen brightness with that 
size than with six-footers, and because 
the visible results compromises cir- 
cuit bandwidth and resolution 
annoying they would the larger 
screens).

records, recording test data from 
within the heart. Here are profiled four 
locally developed innovations that 
depend computers: machine that 
reads aloud the blind; the Harvard 
Community Health Plan’s patient-data- 
management system, technique used 
the diagnosis heart disease, and new 
tool for fighting cancer, still under study. 


Reading machine for the blind 
About 40,000 books are published each 
year; perhaps 350 them are available 
Braille. Almost none the information 
that comes across your desk work 
through the mail there home avail- 
able Braille. blind, becoming 
lawyer, author, engineer, even 
subscriber the symphony much 
harder than would for sighted 
person because reading 
Blindness not generally treated 
medical problem, and the Kurzweil Read- 
ing Machine does not offer cure but 
goes long way toward opening the 
world printed words blind people. 
reads books, letters, magazines, forms, 
and texts out loud. The machine recog- 
nizes over 300 type fonts and can speak 


250 words per minute. 
The KRM sits table and looks 


something like small photocopying 
machine with keypad attached. The 
user puts the printed page face down 
the glass top the machine and then 
uses the control panel. After delay 
electronic voice. starts reading the 
words out loud. 

Inside the machine some amazing 
things are going on.

And then, the KRM enables blind 
people use computers. Since com- 
puter terminal is, essentially, type- 
writer keyboard attached television- 
like screen where information being sent 
and from computer displayed, the 
use computers, too, otherwise nearly 
impossible for blind people. The KRM 


can hooked into computer terminal 


that will read from the 
screen; reading out word word, letter 
letter, number number, the user 
requires. 

The OCR system within the machine 
also used expedite the production 
Braille material. scans page and sends 
information about characters Braille 
printer rather than the voice synthe- 
sizer. This has made possible get 


timely reading material out the blind 
much faster than before. 

The Kurzweil Reading Machine was 
developed for the Library Congress 
and the Royal National Institute for the 
Blind, London, England. 
currently sells for just under $30,000 and 
takes desktop. When Ray Kurzweil 
first developed the system, 1974, 
took half room and cost much, much 
more. The company continues modify 
the KRM, with the goal being able 
sell machine the size for 
about $5000.

CBS (nee Columbia), 
addition foisting the busi- 
ness upon us, has tried all 
things all people.

The best performances 
recorded poorly, and the techni- 
cally good records feature second- 
rate material. The company’s 
problems seem stem from its 
inability coordinate its various 
parts not surprising for multi- 
billion-dollar corporation that has 
its fingers everything from 
magazines television stations.

Worse still, CBS has been the 
first (and been hoped last) 
major label stop publicizing list 
prices.
